ANNUAL  REPORT  FOR  1943 


This  is  an  opportunity  for  offering-  thanks  to  all  who 
have  so  generously  subscribed  or  responded  to  the  various 
appeals  made  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital  during  very  difficult 
times.  It  is  gratifying  that  the  Hospital’s  efficient  work 
has  been  maintained  under  very  trying  circumstances.  It 
is  therefore  the  Committee’s  pleasing  duty  to  acknowledge 
the  valuable  services  of  the  Medical  Staff,  Consultants, 
Matron  and  Nursing  Staff,  and  the  Ladies’  Committee. 

An  outstanding  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the 
renewal  of  the  X-Ray  Plant  and  the  provision  of  the  Physio¬ 
therapy  Department.  This  wonderful  gift  by  the  subscribers 
in  supplying  a  great  need  to  the  community,-  has  already 
begun  its  valuable  work  in  the  alleviation  of  suffering.  A 
good  send-off  was  given  at  the  Public  Opening  Ceremony, 
performed  by  Mr.  W.  S.  Dickie,  whose  presence  and 
opening  speech  added  dignity  to  an  important  occasion. 

The  Linen  League  has  maintained  its  useful  assistance 
in  providing  stocks  of  linen  and  by  defraying  cost  of 
materials  which  cannot  always  be  mentioned  in  detail,  but 
all  the  same  the  value  is  considerable.  It  was  with  much 
regret  that  the  Linen  League  were  obliged  to  accept  the 
resignation  of  Mrs.  Baines,  who  for  the  past  sixteen  years 
had  held  the  office  of  Honorary  Secretary  ;  and  later  to  learn 
of  her  death.  Mrs.  Pewsey,  Ruswarp  Lane,  has  been 
appointed  to  fill  this  important  vacancy. 

The  home-coming  of  the  Marquis  of  Normanby,  our 
President,  from  Germany,  was  greeted  with  great  joy,  and 
the  Committee  extend  their  best  wishes  to  his  lordship  for 
his  complete  recovery  to  perfect  health.  May  it  not  be  long 
before  members  of  the  Medical  Staff  who  are  still  on  active 
service  are  granted  a  safe  return. 

The  Committee  express  their  deep  regret  at  the  death 
of  Alderman  Richard  Smailes,  J.P.,  who  for  many  years 
was  a  Trustee  and  a  member  of  the  several  Committees.  He 
always  took  a  kindly  interest  in  and  gave  generously  to  the 
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Hospital.  The  passing  of  Sir  Edward  Brooksbank,  Major 
T.  A.  Jobson,  Mrs.  Lionel  Foster,  Egton  Manor,  and  Mrs. 
E.  R.  Baines,  late  secretary  to  the  Linen  League,  is  sincerely 
deplored,  and  the  Committee’s  sympathy  is  offered  to  the 
bereaved. 

The  Hospital  will  benefit  in  future  by  the  investment  of 
capital  provided  for  by  the  following  leg’acies : — The  late 
Mr.  D.  Calver,  Robin  Hood’s  Bay,  ^900,  and  the  late  Mr. 
John  Pollard,  tobacconist,  Whitby,  ^100. 

Another  addition  to  the  income  will  come  from  the 
Prudential  Assurance  Company,  who  agree  to  subscribe 
annually  the  sum  of  Twenty  Pounds  for  the  upkeep  of  a  cot. 

The  Committee  gratefully  acknowledge  the  services  of 
Mr.  R.  W.  R.  Kerr  Smith,  who  recently  retired,  and  of 
Mr.  S.  J.  Judson,  who  left  Whitby  to  take  up  duties 
elsewhere.  Both  were  active  members  of  the  House 
Committee,  and  their  co-operation  in  dealing  with  the 
business  of  the  monthly  meetings  was  greatly  valued.  The 
Committee  offer  them  all  best  wishes  for  their  future. 

Thanks  are  offered  to  the  Editor  and  Proprietors  of 
the  “  Whitby  Gazette  ”  for  publication  of  news  of  the 
Hospital  and  its  requirements  ;  and  to  all  others  who  have 
given  a  helping  hand  to  the  cause,  the  Committee  are 
anxious  to  express  their  gratitude. 

The  Committee  has  recently  received  with  regret 
resignations  from  Miss  E.  Bowker,  matron,  and  Sister  H. 
Oldfield  ;  both  have  held  their  appointments  since  1927,  and 
during  that  time  have  done  excellent  work  at  the  Cottage 
Hospital  and  have  made  many  friends.  The  Committee 
sincerely  wish  them  success,  and  hope  that  it  will  be  possible 
to  fill  their  places  very  soon.
